All of the trucks had a black plate with the Russian inscription

I Comment - The type and number of aircraft confirms that the 
airfield is occupied by one fighter regiment* This regiment is 
believed to be equipped with about 30 MiG-1 5s 0 This number was 
nounted when the fighter regiment arrived at Neuruppin* 
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
